efficient rate”; 

An amendment that substitutes new language for pro- 
visions concerning the granting of certificates of public - 
convenience and necessity for the transportation of nat-

a division vote of 16 ayes to 18 noes) ;

An amendment that sought to permit coastal States 
that do not have a Federally approved coastal zone man- 
agement program to receive Coastal Energy Impact 
Program funds (rejected by a recorded vote of 159 ayes 
to 230 noes, Roll No. 34).

EDUCATION TAX CREDIT 


Committee on Finance: Committee ordered favorably 
reported H.R. 3946, relative to the suspension of duty 
on certain wool, with an amendment in the nature of a 
substitute which would provide educational tax credits. 
As approved by the committee, the bill would phase in 
tax credits, as follows: 

(a) Effective August 1, 1978, tuition payments for 
full-time vocational and college undergraduate students 
would be eligible for a tax credit equal to a maximum 
credit of $250 per student; 

(b) Effective August 1, 1980, the tax credit would 
also apply to tuition payments for elementary and sec- 
ondary students. In addition, the credit would equal 
50 percent of tuition and fees up to $1,000, for a maxi- 
mum credit of $500 per student; and 

(c) Effective August 1, 1981, the credit would be 
extended to tuition paid for graduate and part-time stu- 
dents. (The amendment includes the substance of S. 
311 and 2142).

An amendment that requires the Postal Service to 
detail by function how it spent public service funds the 
preceding year and the proposed expenditure for the 
new fiscal year (agreed to by a recorded vote of 203 
ayes to 189 noes, Roll No. 197, after having been pre- 
viously rejected by a division vote of 19 ayes to 19 noes) ; 

An amendment that eliminates provisions authoriz- 
ing the Postal Service and the Postal Rate Commission 
to represent themselves in litigation without prior con- 
sent of the Attorney General; 

An amendment that abolishes the Board of Governors 
of the Postal Service; 

An amendment that requires the Postal Service to 
establish a research and development program for 
electronic mail by 1981, instead of 1982 as the bill 
provided; 

An amendment that strikes the research and develop- 
ment provisions in the bill; 

An amendment that gives the Postal Service the dis- 
cretion to negotiate certain postage rate contracts when 
it determines a negotiated contract rate is justified; and 

An amendment that defines “letter” in the private 
express statute, exempting such items as time-sensitive 
material. 

Rejected an amendment that sought to permit private 
sector enterprises to deliver first class mail. 

Agreed to amend the title of the bill. 

The Clerk was authorized to correct section numbers 
and cross references, and to make other technical and 
conforming corrections as necessary in the engrossment 
of the bill.

295, the House agreed to resolve itself into the Commit- 
tee of the Whole.

Coal Pipeline: By a yea-and-nay vote of 161 yeas to 
246 nays with 1 voting “present”, Roll No. 566, the 
House failed to pass H.R. 1609, to amend the Mineral 
Leasing Act of 1920. 

Agreed to the amendment in the nature of a substi- 
tute made in order by the rule, as amended by: 

An amendment that substituted new language for the 
antitrust review provisions in the bill; and 
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An amendment that required the Secretary to con- 
sider the adverse effects of a pipeline on important farm 
land before issuing a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity. 

By a division vote of 30 ayes to g noes, agreed to a 
motion to conclude debate on the bill and all amend- 
ments thereto at 12:45 p.m.

An amendment that sought to have the State or 
States having jurisdiction to issue permits make the de- 
termination if the groundwater supplies of the State or 
States would be adversely affected, rather than the 
United States Geological Survey (rejected by a division 
vote of 18 ayes to 24 noes) ; 

An amendment in the nature of a substitute to the 
previous amendment that sought to require the approval 
of any State having a valid legal interest in ground- 
water to be used, as determined by the Secretary, before 
the issuance of a certificate of public convenience and 
necessity (rejected by a division vote of 3 ayes to 31 
noes); 

An amendment that sought to prevent major oil com- 
panies from controlling 10 percent or more of any pipe- 
line; 

An amendment that sought to prohibit carriers to 
enter into contracts with any person to transport coal 
that are longer than the longest time for contracts in 
which any common carrier by railroad may transport 
coal. A point of order against this amendment was over- 
ruled; 

An amendment that sought to require a study by the 
Interior Department of the effects of a coal pipeline on 
other common carriers and, if necessary, to make rec- 
ommendations to Congress providing temporary finan- 
cial relief for affected common carriers: 

An amendment that sought to prohibit the Secretary 
from certifying a pipeline if its operation depended in 
whole or in part on water acquired from an Indian tribe 
unless the water claimed by the tribe had been quanti- 
fied by volume (rejected by a division vote of 7 ayes to 19 
noes); and 

An amendment that sought to allow the exercise of 
the power of eminent domain only over the properties 
of common carriers by railroad (rejected by a division 
vote of 23 ayes to 25 noes). Pages 21688-21712

ceived and read a message from the President wherein 
he transmits to Congress the annual report of the St.

FEC Authorizations: By a yea-and-nay vote of 366 yeas 
to 37 nays, Roll No. 568, the House passed H.R. 11983, 
to amend the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971 to 
extend the authorization of appropriations contained in 
such Act. 
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Agreed to the committee amendment in the nature of 
a substitute as amended by an amendment that requires 
the Secretary of State of each State to notify the FEC 
within 5 days of individuals qualified for nomination for 
election or election to Federal office. 

Rejected an amendment that sought to delete lan- 
guage prohibiting the use of funds to randomly audit a 
Member of Congress unless the FEC has reason to be- 
lieve that a violation has occurred. 

Subsequently, this passage was vacated and S. 3025, a 
similar Senate-passed bill, was passed in lieu after being 
amended to contain the language of the House bill as 
passed. 

H. Res. 1172, the rule under which the bill was con- 
sidered, was agreed to earlier by a voice vote, after agree- 
ing to order the previous question on the rule by a yea- 
and-nay vote of 213 yeas to 196 nays, Roll No. 567.

Temporary Public Debt Limit: By a yea-and-nay vote 
of 205 yeas to 202 nays, Roll No. 571, the House passed 
H.R. 13385, to provide for a temporary increase in the 
public debt limit. 

Rejected a motion to recommit the bill to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. 

Agreed to an amendment that reduces the temporary 
increase by $16 billion, from $414 to $398 billion (agreed 
to by a recorded vote of 363 ayes to 37 noes, Roll No. 
570). 

A point of order was sustained against an amendment 
that sought to terminate the extension of the temporary 
increase in the public debt limit on March 31, 1979, or 
when the cost of servicing the debt from March 31, 1978, 
exceeded $50 billion. 

H. Res. 1277, the rule under which the bill was con- 
sidered, was agreed to earlier by a yea-and-nay vote of 
303 yeas to 98 nays, Roll No. 569. Pages 21728-21740

An amendment, as amended by a substitute, as amend- 
ed (amendment to substitute agreed to by a recorded 
vote of 229 ayes to 180 noes, Roll No. 635), that pro- 
hibits the enforcement of sanctions against Rhodesia 
after December 31, 1978, unless the President determines 
that a government has not been installed, chosen by free 
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elections in which all political groups have been al- 
lowed to participate freely. Earlier, a point of order 
against the original amendment was overruled.

REVENUE ACT

(3) Exclude 70% of capital gains from the regular 
income tax, effective November 1, 1978 (compared with 
50%, under present law), with an alternative minimum 
tax to be worked out; 

(4) Provide a transition rule ragarding the refund- 
ing of certain tax-exempt obligations issued before 1969; 

(5) Provide that the minimum tax include as an item 
of tax preference only the amount of intangible drilling 
costs in excess of income from oil and gas properties; 

(6) Reduce the corporate capital gains tax rate from 
30% to 28%, effective January 1, 1979; 

(7) Make structures or enclosures used for single 
purpose food or plant production eligible for the invest- 
ment tax credit, retroactive to August 15, 1971; 

(8) Allow cooperatives to claim the investment tax 
credit to the same extent that it is available to taxpayers 
in general; and 
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(9) Incorporate an amended version of S. 3416, to 
impose a surtax when Federal outlays exceed specified 
limits.

(9) Extend the present tax treatment of a discharge of 
indebtedness under certain loan programs; 

(10) Make permanent the provision of present law 
allowing additional investment tax credits for employer 
contributions to an employee stock ownership plan 
(ESOP); 

(11) Double the maximum tax credit for political 
contributions (up to $50 in the case of an individual and 
$100 in the case of a joint return); 

(12) Amend the recordkeeping and reporting require- 
ments relating to tips; and 

(13) Permit employers to establish simplified pension 
plans using individual retirement accounts to hold plan 
assets,
